free from offending my Indian neighbours all round about me. 
While I was thus bufily employed, and all my time and rength 
_ daid out in this laborious undertaking, [ received a commmiffi On 
+ from the government to engage in their defence : And with my” 
|< commiffion Treceived another heart, inclining me to put forth 
my Strengib in military fervice: And through the grace of 
GOD Iwas fpirited for that work, and direétion in it was 
_ renewed to me day by day. And although many of the aétions

The Governor defi- 
red Mr. Church to give them his company, and to. ufe his 
intereft, in their behalf, with the gentlemen of Rhode-[land.

fed God, and called to bis men not to difcharge all their guns

- fmall bank and bit of a water fence. And yet to add to 

the difadvantage of this little handful of diftreffed men, 
the Indians alfo pofleffed themfelves of the ruins of

And now ftrong 
fufpicions began to arife of the Narragan/et Indians, that 
they were ill affected, and defigned mifchief ; and fo the 
event foon difcovered, The next winter they began their 
hoftilities upon the Exgl/b, The united colonies then az — 
greed to fend an army to fupprefs them : Governor Winf- 
low tocommand the army. He undertaking the expedi- 
tion, invited Mr. Church to command a company in the _ 
expedition, which he declin’d, craving excufe from taking | 
commuffion, he promifed to wait upon him as a Reformada i 
through the expedition. THiaving rid with the General to 
Boften, and from thence to Rehoboth 5 upon the General’s © 
requeft he went thence the neareft way over the ferries, — 
with Major Sith to his garrifon in the Narraganfet coun~ 
try, to prepare and to provide for the coming of General 
Winflow ; who marched round through the country with’ 
his army, propofing by night to furprife Pumbam™ (a cer-— 
tain Narraganfet Sachem) and his town; but being aware — 
of the approach of our army, made their efcape into the Ps 
defarts ; but Mr. Church meeting with fair winds arrived 
fafe at the Major’s garrifon in the evening, and foon began 
to inquige after the enemies reforts, wigwams, or fleeping 
places, and having gained fome intelligence, he propofedto 
the Eldriges, and fome other brifk hands that he met with, 
to attempt the furprifing of fome of the enemy, to make ~ 
a prefent of to the General, when he fhould atrive, which ~ 
might advantage his defign: Being brifk blades, they rea- 
dily complied with the motion, and ° vere foon upon their 
march. The night was very cold, but blefled with the ! 
‘moon; before the day broke: they effected their exploit, 
_and by the rifing of the fun arrived at the Major’s garrifon, 
where they met the General, and prefented him with _ 
eighteen of thé enemy they had captived. The General, _

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Mr. Church, the mover and chief actor of the bufinefs 5 
and fending two of them (likely boys) a prefent to.

Mr. Church’s. men hav- 
ing their cartridges fixed, were foon ready to obey his

“no fooner came to face the enemies shelter, but Mr. Church

the fame night in the ftorrn and cold: And I fuppofe that 
every one who is acquainted with that night’s mareh, 
deeply laments the miferies that attended them, efpecially 
the wounded and dying men. But it mercifully came to 
pats that Captain Andrew Belcher arrived at Mr. Sm.‘”'s 
that very night’from Bofton, with a vefiel loader: with pic- 
- -yifions for the army, who muft otherwife have perifhed for 
want. Some of the enemy that were then in the fort have 
- fince informed us, that near a third of the Indians be- 
 Jonging to all the Narraganjet country were killed by the 
Englifo and by the cold of that night, that they fled out 
of their fort fo haftily that they carried nothing with them : 
That if the Eaglifb had kept in the fort, the Indians would 
certainly have been necefiitated, either to furrender them- 
felyes to them, or to have perifhed by hunger, and the fe- 
_ verity of the Seafon.* Some time after this fort-ficht a cer- 
tain Sogkonate Indian hearing Mr. Church relate the man- 
‘ner of his being wounded, told him, That be did net know 
but he bimfelf was the Indian that wounded bim, for that 
be was one of that company of Indians that Mr. Church 
made a foot upon, when they were rifing to mare a foot into 
the fort. They were im number about 60 or 70, that juft 
then came down from Pumham’s Town, and never before 
then fired a gun again the Enolith ; that when Mr. Church 
fired upon them be killed fourteen dead upon the fpot, ana

In this match, the firft thing remarkable was, theycame } 
to an Indian town, where there were many wigwams in — 
fight, but an icy fwamp, lying between them and the wig- 
wams, prevented their runhing atonce upon it as they in-. 
tended: There was much firing upon each fide before they 
- pafs’d the fwamp. But at length the enemy all fled, and. 
a cettain Mohegan, that waSa friend Indian, purfued and 
feized one of the enemy that had a {mall wound.in his leg, 
and brought him before the General, where he was exami- 
ned. Some were for torturing him to bring him to a more 
ampie confeffion of what he’‘knew concerning his country- 
men. Mr. Church, verily believing he had been ingenuous 
in his confeffion, interceded and prevailed for his efcap= 
ing torture. But the army being bound forward in their 
march, and the Indian’s wound fomewhat difenabling him 
for travelling, it was concluded he fhould be knock’d on. 
the head :* Accordingly he was brought before a great 
fire, and the Mobegan that took him was allowed, as he. 
defired, to be his executioner. Mr. Church taking no de- ~ 
light in the fport, fram’d an>errand at fome diftance among 
the baggage-horfes, and when he had got ten, rods; 
or thereabouts, from the fire, the executioner fetching a 
blow with a hatchet at the head of the prifoner, he being 
aware of the blow, dodged his head afide, and the executi- ~
